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C.C.F. Convention Adopts 
Its First-Term Program 


WINNIPEG, (CPA)—Public 
ownership of the banks—or mere- 
ly control—was a hot issue of 
debate sharply dividing the C.C.F. 
national convention during _ its 
first day’ session in Winnipeg last 
week. 

Twenty-seven speakers took the 
mike, and ranged on different 
sides were C.C.F. leaders includ- 
ing T. C. Douglas and Frank Scott 
for controls, and David Lewis, 
Colin Cameron and Mrs. Dorothy 
Steeves for socialization. 

Reverse Recommendation 

The vote—94 in favor of social- 
ization during a first C.C.F. term 
of office and 56 against—reversed 
a recommendation from the Na- 
tional Council and confirmed the 
position formerly held by the 
C.C.F.—that outright socialization 
of the banks is an essential basis 
for a C.C.F, econmoic program. 

George Grube, National Coun- 
cil member from Toronto, urged 
that the C.C.F. should “profit from 
the experience of other countries 
where they have found it neces- 
sary merely to socialize the central 
bank. We do not wish to burden 
the first C.C.F. government with 
a categorical instruction to social- 
ize the chartered banks.” 

In the same vein, Frank Scott, 
C.C.F. national chairman, argued 
that the question was merely ‘‘a 
problem of timing, to discuss 
whether socialization should be 
compulsory in the first term, or 
merely permissive, if other meas- 
ures fail.” 

Basic Plank 

But other delegates were ardent- 
ly opposed to the change in policy. 
Socialization of the banks was ‘a 
basic plank on which we _ have 
stood for fifteen years,’ Mrs. 


Dorothy Steeves said. ‘‘The little 
people hate the banks, because 
they know the power that finance 
has over their lives,” she argued.

Q ONE who attended the national convention of the 

C.C Folin Winnipeg last week could fail to be impressed
